In United States Will Donate 
Space to Aid the Tuber- 
culosis Fight. 

D;irin«,' the next three 
raoulhs, llie billboards of the 
U. S., will display 20,000 edu- 
cational posters on tubeicu- 
l'>iis. iic-eiJi'dinL;- to an au- 
nouiiceuient made todaj by 
the National Aasocialiou kn' 
the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis. 

This will cont-ludc the cam- 
paiffn begun a year a;ro, when 
the National Billposters As- 
sociation doi'.atfd free s laee 
to the tuberculosis cauhe. the 
Poster Printers Association 
offered free printin«f and, 
nine paper nninufafturors 
gave tiie jMper for the post- 
ers. The combined value of 
tiieso several d.niations for 
this three months campaign 
is nearl}' !j)lOO,000. 

The posters are in six dif- 
ferent desi-fns and are ail 
printed in tlirei toiors. Tlicy 
are 7 teet wide and nine l<jet 
high. Already nearly 2,500 
of these ixtatir.^ liave been 
hung on the biliboartis o: -JC 
different cities, and it is 
planned to distribute 20,000 
more before April 1st, in over 
400 towns aad cities. Any 
anti-tuberculosis society in 
the Uaited States may recoi ve 
fi'et! of e!i;irjr<', exrt'i)t for 
transpurtiitiou, as many of 
these [josters as can be hung 
on tile boarils in its territory. 
The>*ational Association u ilii 
the Tuberculosis Committee 
of the National Billposters, 
and Distri'.niLors areoonduct- 
iiig the ca.ijpuign.

FLYING IN DREAMS. 



Ssme- 



A Sensation Lik* That Which 
timsa Precedes Daath. 

The sensation of flying is one of tbe 
earlleat to appear in the dreans of 
childhood. It seems to become less 
frequent after middle age. Hennnls 
states that In his case It ceased at tbe 
age of fifty. It Is sometimes Ihe last 
sensation at the moment of de.itb. 

To rise, to fall, to glide away has 
often tieen tbe last ctmscious sensation 
recalled by those who t:eemeil (o be 
dying, but have afterward been lircuKht 
back to life. Pleron has noted this 
sensation at tbe moment of deatb in a 
number of cases, usually acconipnnled 
by a sense of well being. The cases he 
describes were mostly tuberculous and 
Included Inftvldnala of both sexes and 
with athiMli ai waM m HBglaai be- 
liefs. 

In all the last sensntlon to which ex- 
pression was glveu was one of flying, 
of moving upward. In some death war 
peaceful, in others painful. In one 
case a girl died clasping tbe iron bars 
cf the bed. In horror of being bom a 
upward. 

Pleron associates this sensation with 
the similar aensaUon of rlniug and float- 
Ing In dreams end with that of mov- 
ing upward and resting on tbe air ex- 
perienced by persons In the cctttatlc 
state. In all these cases alike life Is 
being concentrated In tbe brain and 
central organs, while the outlying dis- 
tricts of the body are becoming numb 
and dead. 

Dream flight. It is neces.'iary to note, 
ia not usually the sustained tlight of a 
bird or an Insect, and the drejmer 
rarely or never Imagines that he Is 
home high Into the nlr. Hutchinson 
statea that of lil those whom h(' hag 
asked about the matter hardly one 
has ever known himself to make any 
high flights In his dieanis. One al- 
most always flies low, with a aklm- 
mlng manner, slightly, but only a'igbt- 
ly, above the heads of pedeBtriann. 

Beaunis— from his own experience— 
describee a typical kind of dream 
flight as a series of light bounds at 
one or two yards above tbe earth, each 
bound clearing from ten to twenty 
yards, the dream being accompanied 
by a delicious sensation of ease and 
movement as well as o lively satisfac- 
tion at being able to aolve tba proltlaa 
of aerial locomotion by virtw it M> 
perlor organization alone. 

Lafcadlo Hearn somewhat similarly 
describes in his "Sbadowlngs" a typi- 
cal and frequent draan of his own as 
a series of bonnds In long parabolic 
curves, rising to a height of somatwen- 
ty-flve feet aad always accompanied by 
the sense that a new power bad bean 
rareated, which for tbc future would

Pastiengers are generally astonished 
■when cn n dark night they hear the 
ship's officer rmiark to imother. 
"There's Egg rock," or "Crabtrec 
ledge," or "Beaver Tail." is the case 
may b<?, naming some headland or 
Bhoal along the coast. Tho landlub- 
ber strains his eyes, and far away 
there appears frnra tlnio to lime n 
flash of light, red or white. As these 
flashes seem to tlio p.Tssonger exactly 
like those from hundreds of otlier ligbt- 
bouses. he Is aatoatabad at tt 
assurance. 

It is renlly a very easy Matter todlB- 
tingulsh the Americftn lighthouses and 
lightships, of which there are about 
1,300 along the Atlantic and gulf 
coasts If one Is possessed of a copy of 
the code Issued by the lighthouse 
board. Every light is known by the 
fixed light, the duraUon of flash, the 
length of the ecllpaa or the number of 
flashes shown in groupn. No light 
houses within a hundred miles of each 
other are ever similar in those par 
ticulars. Por instance, one guldopost 
of tho sea may flash a white light 
every fifteen seconds, never varying, 
while the next flashes a red light every 
Bve seconds. The third may be an 
alternate red and white flash, with in 
tervals of ten seconds iM'tween the 
flashes, and so on. The aodlbte fog 
signals are Identified by the time be- 
tweon the blasts of the alren and the 
continuance of the blaat 

Flashing lights are preferrad to fixed 
lights for tbe reason that a Izcd Ugbt 
might bo confused with aoi 
light on abore. Only white aad red 
ligbta ara considered deairabie ia Ught 
houses, since it haa been foaad that 
tbe rajrs from Uglita of other colors 
cannot ba seen at so gnat a dtataace. 
There is hat oaa graca Uglit— a fixed 
one-on tha Atloatle coaat— Harpac'a 
Weekly.

being the average farmer 
witli two hundred or three 
nundi'i d acres of land, whik 
the latter would naturally Le 
a feeder of much larger land- 
ed estaie, running from sevei 
orei^iiL liiiiulicd acres up to 
Lvvo or Lur«.e liiuusand acres 
Farms of this size, while not 
numerous, are nut uncommon 
a few reachiiit( even more. 
I am uow UcaiJijg witu cuudi- 
tions as we find them in Ceu' 
tral Kentucky and not in other 
sections, for tue reasons, that 
COiiditions favorable to one 
locality may be entirely dif- 
ferent Ml another locality-. 
WliaL suits llie producer ui 
grain alone does n6t suit the 
man whi> seeks to make fat 
cattle lar<,'ely with the aid of 
native grass, la the one in- 
stance, and the one to whiten 
am now referring, apply to 
ihf Biu ' Grass section of the 
state, where nature has done 
for nuin and beast more than 
all the artificial appliances 
produced by man can accom- 
plish. 

"In m}' experience the ma- 
jority of feeders, whether 
small or larjre, usually begin 
on cattle w^eighing around 
IJOO pounds in Octol>er. 
These cattle are grazed on 
native grass until the severi- 
ty of the wtathjr calls for a 
supplemental feed, which 
most gen M ally consists of 
corn, fodd'ir and some times 
kiay, as circumstances of the 
feeder are best suited, follow- 
I'd ircnor.iily I)}' grain early 
in .liinuai'v, if the best policy 
IS pursued, which is not al- 
ways the case, because it is a 
fact i>atctr to every observer 
or student of feeding, that it 
is baH p!)licy to let cattle 
shrink or lose weight and 
then try to regain the lost 
weight by subsequent feed- 
ing, for two reasons, one of 
which it IS too expensive and 
the second and a very im{)oi t- 
ant reasou is that cattle in a 
thriving condition, and in 
g<Kxl flesh when allowed to 
shrink, iose their form, grow 
course in boae and can hardly 
be made to regain their form- 
er condition, even witli the 
feeder's best efforts. But 
when cattle are judiciously 
handled, the corn ration 
siiould be such as to Iveep the 
cattle in growing and thrift} 
conditKNi, maintaining their 
flesh without spei-ial ctl'ort to 
put on fat at a time when 
such a proc3ss is co.<itly and 
extra expensive, but by care 
ful and !u-ious feeding cat- 
tie can be carried through the 
months of January and Feb- 
ruary in such a condition and 
without heavy expense, cs- 
spcially when cattle are f« 1. 
lowed with hogs, which at 
present prices go far toward 
meeting the e.vpense of the 
corn bill. B-'guining, say 
March 1, tue grain feed 
sliouid be increased, .since the 
cattle have become thurouffh- 
ly seasoned to corn, ihe

tions as to feed to the first or' 
middle of May, at least, and 
if feeding is th«n to cease, 
take the grain ration from the 



cattle gradually, so as not to 

llirow theohfrom a solid, sub- 
stiintial ration to green and 
v.-ashy grass, which obvious- 
ly must be costly to the feed- 
ei- and dctri men till to the cat 
tie. But if the feeder s c't- 
eumstauces-jand corn crib will 
permit ten to fifteen bushel ol 
corn per head U) the stet r 
feed until Jul^, when the cat- 
tle should be sold, can le 
made to pay double in \-alue 
the amount of corn previous- 
ly fed in the same length of 
time, In two ways, first, in 
tiie gain made on the cattle 
■md hogs, and second, in turn 
ing off corn cattle in place oi 
grass cattle. It is a fact well 
known and one that will not 
.idmit of an argument that an\ 
vvell posted buyer, either in 
the country or in the city 
markets, in maUinir purchases 
lake into coasideiatiou, aside 
f i-om the neatness and finish | 
>f the cattle befoi'c him, tli» 
killing qualities of such cat- 
tle. It takes a very fair lot 
of grass cattle, showing fat 
.iiid conditions t') niakt .')•; t<i 
.)4 per cent, grass weight 
early in the summer, and fre- 
quently they fall below these 
ri^rures, whereas a well tiaish- 
ed 1 >t of cattie fed out, carr^ 
better fiesh and more evenly 
distributed, less paiincli and 
less gross, and m.dc ' •">") to .")7 
per cent, and even more, as 
I am making conservative es- 
timates, l)ased on the average 
feed> r. Twoor three percent, 
in wt.ijrlit may not at first 
glance seemtoamounttoverv 
much, but on a l.-l.lO ijounci 
bullock .'i percent amounts to 
full 25 percent hundred grass 
weight, to say nothing »»f the 
inijiroved (luality of the cii- 
cass of beef, oi the selling 
value of the same. 

"As to how these cattle ari- 
fed, «)n tln> Blue Grass turf 
or in barns we iue<awith both 
tK>nditions and with practical- 
ly the same results in the 
end. The feeder in the open 
has the advantage of carrying 
more hogs and the disadvan- 
tage of endurinjr :dl kinds ( f 
weather, and cutting up his 
farm in bad weather, while at 
the same time tlie cattle are 
ilisiributing th.'ir rich drop- 
ping in a more lasting ard ju- 
dicious way than it can ever 
be done afterward Tht- 
fet der who li is b irns -and liy 
barns it is not necessary tiial 
thev should be costly or ex- 
pensive-but tlu'v m iy bii !-o 
constructed as to be inexpen- 
sive and at the same time 
serve all purposes for feed- 
ing. Ca'tlo fee in this man- 
ner, with or witiiout doors, 
affording the amp''e dry quar- 
ters for eating, h:.ve the ad- 
vantage of gettinir all their 
grain fed at the expense of 
the hogs, which will diminish 
the ho;r capacity fully .'jO per 
cent. Tlicm.in with tlwbai-ns 
has the advantage of pioviu 
ing against bad weather, 
keepiti;,'- olf iiis ^l ain fields in 
bad weather and the many 
comforts that accrue to the 
conveniences over the outside 
feeding. I believe and my 
experience? and observation 
has taught me that the cattle 
fed in the open arc the better 
grazers and take on more 
weight than the barn fed cat- 
tle, but I buy cattle equally 
good, handled and fed by each 
process, like two farmers who 
hold different views as to 
raising corn and pursue en- 
tirely d liferent policies, )-et 
both grow good crops and se- 
cure about the same results, 
although differing radically 
in their nu^hoJs. 

"There is another class of 
feeders who are almost as 
good money makers as anj 
class of men who handle cat- 
tle and this class of feeders 
buy good, thrifty cattle, not 
so high in ll j.sli when pmchas- 
ed, virtually lought them 
through the winter, feeding 
little if any grain, give the 
cattle good grazing and feed 
for the late fall market, usual- 
ly beginning on grain, corn 
stalks and car fed on the Blue 
Grass sod (and by the way, 
one intending to feed in this 
way cannot begin too soon 
when th.^ corn begins to get 
in roasting ear slate), contin- 
uing this process as hjng as 
the corn will justify to feed 
in a green stage, which in my 
judgment is t he cheapest feed 
and produces the best results 
at the lowest coat that can be 
itil to c.ittle. Going from 
green corn to ear corn, to- 
gether with the grasses nec-^ 
essary and some di-y feed, 
J hay preferable, and if not fed

tinted from the hogs, tlmt 

follow the cattle, which ii,re 
aecessai y limited in numbers 
as compared with spring 
feeding, as it is a well known 
fact that green or immatured 
corn does not give near the 
^me results after being feu 
CO cattle as' the mature corn 
does for the use of the hogs 
following cattle. 

"The greatest obstacle tliis 
class of feeders eiieoiintei is 
the competition from Western 
as well as native grass cattle 
as it is a well established fact 
that late cattle, as a rule,meet 
>vith low prices, which was 
especially the case in the sea- 
son just closing, while the 
price during the fall of 19<)i>, 
v\'e re good, even up to Janu- 
ary, 1910. But upon the whole 
taking a series of say five 
years, this class of feeders 
produce gcxjd beef at a com- 
paratively small cost and iu 
the iiaia are good money 
makers. 

"We find the beef eaters 
are getting to be more practi- 
cal in theii- taste aiul in mak- 
ing their purciiases, as shown 
by the present demand for 
oeef, and also as evidenced by 
Lhe awards at the Internation- 
al Show in Chiea^io iu receiil 
years, andespcjially the show 
just closed of lUiO. 

"One other matter I desire 
to mention. This is the pi e 
valent idea abroad that out 
best and heaviest cattle are 
•■x potted to London aiul 
Liverp<x>l and sold, when as a 
matter of fact the best cattle 
America produces are con- 
sume..l by our American cities 
who use the best. And from 
the further fact our live cat- 
tle exporters have dwindled 
o su.-h small proi>ortions that 
it ItKjks like the time is not 
tar distant when they will c u 
tirely cease. An.itliei- ei icn- 
coiis idea is that tl,e Iv.ndon 
marUet demancis heavy catt;c. 
The popular bullock with the 
London mari.etis a realpriim 
l,:iOO t.) 1,1)00 pf)und animal. 
Prime heifers of useful 
weight, sellinar almost up to 
steers i'l pi-ice. One hopeful 
fe.iture for the Kentucky 
feeder is Kentucky's natural 
resources together with her 
proximity to the Eastern 
markets, aflordinga greatop- 
portunity to Kentucky feeder 
and should hc^d in store for 
ih' in a larger growing mar- 
ket from year to year, seeing 
the tremendous increase in 
i tli':> pojMilation of T^. S. with- 
out adequate means for a 
proportionate increase in live 
st(x;k prodnetioa.^

The Lexington Leader re- 
iwrts J. W. Winter, the Illi- 
nois corn expert, avIio judfjed 
'the exhibits at the Kentucky 
Com Show, as saying, that he 
does not doubt than when the 
Kentuckj' farmers have 
raised corn as long as it has 
been raised in niiwHs^ the 
quality of corn to the acre in 
Kentucky will far exceed the 
production of Illinois, or any 
other state. He gave as his 
reason that the Kentuc ky s< il 
if properly treated, and with 
the rif^ht kind of seed corn, 
will produce larger yields 
than the soil of any other 
State in the union. lie said, 
however, that the Kentucky 
farmers have not until recent- 
ly taken enouj^h interest in 
U)rn raising, to start ab^ul 
making the necessary ar* 
rangements t<Jseeiirea larger 
and better yield to the acre. 
Mr. Winter also said that the 
corn on exhibition is equally 
as frood as most of the c-orn 
exhibited at the SUite corn 
shows of the great corn-pro- 
ducing States.
